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1. Between 2 anc 5 p.m, on 16 November, aircraft observed at Wiener Neustadt 
(0 48/X 3h) airfield included 2h “iG~15s, parked between the bus stop at 
Voellersdorfer Strasse and the flight administration building, 10 119-15s 
parked at the pyrotechnical institute, 7 MiG-15s parked at the runway at 
Badener Strasse, and 11 twin-engine jet aircraft parked elsewhere./ At 10 
and 10:30 a.m, respectively,a 'fiG-15 took off. There was clear weather, a 
Cloudless sky, and a southwind at 5 km/h, Mo flying was practiced between 
2 and 5 p.m, Guards and soldiers wearing red-ordered black epaulets were 
observed in the cantonment west of ‘Jiener Neustadt.
